New Orleans, La., Sept. 7.—It was oon- 


.ideraule after midnight when the health 
oflk-e was closed and the tired physicians 
went home to snatch a few hours rest. Up 
to that time, although the widest pub- 
licity was given of the Gelpi case and the 
dVsire of the board to know every suspici 
ous case should be promptly reported, no 
news was received at the office to lead 
thPin to believe that there existed a single 
case of yellow fever in tbe city. The office 
was opened early this morning, but up to 
'j o'clock no report was made of any sus- 
picions cases. 


Many towns in Mississippi and Louis- 


iana havu quarantined against New Or- 
leans, but the barriers are likely to be 
raised at ouce if no more oases develop 
hero. Meantime tbe physicians nre un- 
shaken in their belief that suoh a cordon 
c,m be drawn around the Gelpi residence 
o§ to prevent the spread of the sickness 
Or H. A. Gaut, member of tho state 
board of health, has taken charge of the 
situation at Ocean Springs and will spare 


EO pains or money In his effort to stamp 
out tho fever. 
He is of the opinion that 


this can be dona in a'very few days. 


Excitement has quieted down consider- 


ably. Only one new oase was reported in 
tho past 13-1 hours and but throe suspicious 
cases among fever patients are In town. 
Ihe duration of the fever is only 34 to 48 
hours and some patients don't take to 
their beds at all. 
The Louisiana board of 


health have a record of all the people who 
have come from Ocean Springs in tbe last 
fow days and are giving strict attention 
to all

CRISIS IN THE CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


lave bad In tbe spring that Spain would 
accept the good offices of the United 
States seem to have been dissipated. No 
each expectation now holds either in tbe 
state department or In diplomatic circles. 
Tbe administration Is committed too far 
now to back down. It must go ahead, 
and having received tbe Spanish rejection 
of its proffered friendship, must follow 
the alternative long since forecasted. That 
is, to lay tbe whole matter before con- 
gress, it is strongly intimated, at a sp e 
oial session. Tbat congress will be dis- 
posed to act promptly, and give tbe ad- 
ministration a free hand In protecting 
the long suffering Interests of the United 
States, is well understood and admitted 
by party leaders on all sides. 


At tbe present juncture tbe Spanish 


cabinet shows a disposition to make a 
prompt reply. 
The usual method of 


playing for delay seems to be abandoned. 
They want tbu crisis brought on and the 
agony over with as soon as possible. No 
Spanish statesman of any prominence 
can be discovered who dares to publicly 
favor tbe program of American interven- 
tion. 


There is a curious analogy between the 


Spanish situation and that of Greece be- 
fore the Turkish war. The rulers of 
Greece saw tbe inevitable outoomo of the 
conflict, yet they lacked the moral cour- 
age to declare it and allowed the nation 
to fa!l Into hopeless war. 
The same Is 


true of Spain. 
The inevitable loss of 


Cuba Is imminent, yet the Spanish cabi- 
net lacks the courage to administer so 
severe a blow to Spanish pride as to let 
tbe Spanish masae-B know what the whole 
world has sean over a year. They prefer 
to have the deluge drown them in the last 
.litoh.

Another feature which is viewed with 


some apprehension by the state depart- 
ment is the growing indication that the 
Spanish cabinet has lost control of Wey- 
ler. 
They seem afraid of him. He does 


as he pleases. Orders issued at Madrid are 
contemptuously pigeon holed in Havana. 
Army abuses of the most flagrant charac- 
ter are winked at by the government from 
Us very powerlessuess to prevent them. 


Weyler still continues in tbe most un- 


blushing manner to send home millions 
to be placed to h:§ private credit. No 
horrible feature of his atrocious warfare 
has been mitigated in the least.

o n . - H o n . Sir ^wis Will- 


lam Cave, judge of higher court of jus- 
tice, died today. 


East St. Louis 111.. Sept. 7.—A duel to 


the death occurred in an alley near Mis- 
souri avenue and Third straet, East St. 
Louis, last night, between Lillie Martin 
and Lou Looke. It was the bloodiest 
fight known to tho police of East St. 
Louis for years. Tbe Looke woman has 
resided in East St. Louis all her Ufa and 
Is said to have been fairly peaceable. 
Lou IB dead, and Mrs. Martin is in the 
Iron cell at the police station, charged 
with murder. What caused the affair Is 
not generally known but it Is hinted that 
a vendetta exists, and In consequence 
State's Attorney M, D. Baker has ordered 
wholesale arrests. 


No less than 80negroes, residents of the 


Clabber alley district, have been brought 
in by tbe police. Lillie Martin's s(jory 
runs to the effect that Misa Looke at- 
tacked her with a knife, and that after a 
long flght, In which Done of tbe negroes 
took part, she wrested the knife from her 
and cut her throat. The story Is true so 
far as the throat-cutting is concerned, but 
not altogether true as to the other details. 
Both women are horribly mutilated. The 
dead woman is a sight. Her jugular vein 
is severed, her right ear is off, both cheeks 
are slashed in several places, her nose is 
split and both eyes are destroyed. 


Witnesses state that the Looke woman, 


who had been drinking, passed down the 
alley flourishing a broken butcher knife, 
which had been sharpened to a point. 
She met Lilllo Mattin, who was also 
under the influence of liquor, and hot 
words Immediately passed. 
Tbe Looke 


woman slashed Lillie Martin across the 
head, and the blood flew in all airoc • 
tions. They clinched, and tbe woman 
continued to ply her knife. 
While on the 


ground, Mrs. Martin succeeded in wrest- 
ing the knife from her antagonist, and the 
tables were immediately turned. She out 
and s1 ashed with the agility of a oat, and 
in a moment or two got up from the pros- 
trate form of her rival, who was gasping 
for breath, and fast bleeding to death. 
The police were then notified, and, plac- 
ing the Martin woman under arrest, con- 
veyed the dead woman to Benner's mor- 
gue. 


Another story was to the effect that the 


affair was a duel pure and simple, and 
that it was known that a death woul& fol- 
low any meeting between the women ever 
since last June, when Lou Looke had to 
fhe several shots at a quartet of women 
who attacked her. In that flgbt Lillie 
KIpley, a friend of Lillie Martin, was 
shot. Miss Locke was indicted for assault 
with Intent to kill, but State's Attorney 
Baker nolle prosequied the case, as the de- 
fendant slearly proved that she was set 
upon and only defended herself. It is 
claimed that several women vowed vec- 
gence on the Looke woman, and that she 
always went armed to guard against an 
attack. 


Dr. Thompson says that the wounds in 


the bead of Lillie Martin were not mode 
with a knife, but some Blunt insSrument, 
which beats out tbe story of Miller, col- 
ored, who says that Lou Looke bad no 
knife, but when attacked picked up a 
sharp rrck and fought with the despera- 
tion of a tigress. He says that Lillje 
Martin called to Mrs. Looke to stop. In- 
stead of stopping, she advanced, and, 
picking up the reck, attacked Martin with 
it. Miss Martin bad the Knife in her 
band beneath her apron, and kept it tbure 
until she got a favorable opportunity to 
use it. At tbe first slash she out Locke's 
ear off, and at another almost severed her 
nose. Not a word was spoken by either, 
and three negroes who st^od bnt a few 
feet away merely capped their hands and 
shouted "sick 'em," as though tbe oom- 
batants were dogs.] 


The fight lasted several minutes, as 


each woman evidently feared her antagon- 
ist might gam an advantage by any mis- 
take she might make in tbe attack. By 
a great effort the Martin woman succeeded 
In knocking her rival down. In an In- 
stant she was on top of bar, and bad 
plunged tbe knife to the hilt In her neck. 
As the jugular vein was severed tbe blood 
spurted into the face of the murderess, 
was then that she slowly crawled off, but 
before doing so gave one slash across tbe 
dying woman's face. Tbe dead woman 
was well known to a number of respect 
able citizens oi East St. Louis for whom 


she worked. The murderess bus lived in 
Edwardsvltte, Alton and East St. Lonla 
for several years, but was looked npon as 
a worthless creature. In the cell she ex- 
presses no sorrow, but claims that she 
was attacked first by the dead woman. 
At a late hour she was singing hymns acd 
pretending to play the crazy racket. The 
affair created quite a sensation, and 
Chief Haus* and State's Attorney Baker 
propose to make athozough Investigation. 
The other negroes arrested are greatly 
excited, but claim to know nothing of tbe 
vondetta. 


.DETERMINED TO LYNCH HIM. 


Mob to March on the NashTllle (III.) Jail 


for a Rapist. 


Nashville, 111., Sept.7.—Serious trouble 


was only averted last night by the prompt 
action taken by Sheriff Sobneier and 
State's Attorney F.M. Vernon In morlng 
Sam Watts, tbe prisoner confined in the 
county jail for criminal assault on Josle 
Kratz, of Dnbols,. Shortly after the dis- 
patch was received from Dnbols, stating 
that ar> armed mob was being organized 
there to march to this place and lynch the 
criminal, arrangements were made to 
move him to the Jefferson county jail, 
and he was placed on board tbe eastbond 
train at 11 o'clock and taken to Mount 
Vernon. The mob, composed of about 60 
business men and farmers from about 
Dubois, at 13 o'clock were within four 
milis of this place. Men who had been 
posted to watch the jail rode out and told 
them that tbe prisoner bad been moved, 
when they quietly disbanded, threaten- 
ing, however, that If Watts was brought 
back to Nashville be would fare badly. 


This morning Sheriff 
Schneider re- 


turned from Mount Vernon, bringing 
Watts back with him. The Mount Ver 
non authorities, having heard of the mob, 
refused to incur any risk -by placing tbe 
criminal in the Jefferson county jail. 
State's Attorney Vernor went to Dubois 
tbia afternoon to investigate the crime. 
Th news that the prisoner was again at 
Nashville quickly spread, and Sheriff 
Schneider received private advices at 8 
o'clock last evening that another mob was 
being organized and would attack tbe jail. 
Mayor Zeigle gave tbe city marshal orders 
to ring the fire alarm when tbe mob ar- 
rived, and the sheriff will deputize every 
available man. The prisoner is composed 
and eays he fear? nothing.

As soon as It was known that 
the Dingley bill would become a law tbe 
factories over the country began to show 
that they were arousing from a four years 
lethergy, due to the]Democratio policy 
which tended to oloae factories in tbe 
United States and open them in Europe. 
The new tariff was made on a different 
policy. 
Its tendency was to open the fac- 


tories. In the United States und allow 
those in Europe to take care of them- 
selves. It became alaw and at once there 
was a marked change in the spirit of 
those whose capital was looked up in lao- 
torlep, idle men were re employed, there 
was a demand for raw material and other 
products 
entering into manufactures. 


The business of lowering wages stopped 
as well aS the organization of trusts, 
which held high carnival under Cleveland. 
There was every evidence of returning 
prosperity on a safe and swift road. All 
those things began before wheat went up 
and aided materially in increasing tbe de- 
mand for and price of wheat.

A FEATHERED FIGHTER. 


The Red Bird's Readiness to Fly at 


Enemies. 


The redbird, when it has gotten down 


hard to homemaking, develops a re- 
markable tendency to fight. At all oth- 
er times'of the year he is as docile and 
gentle as any in the woods—indeed, 
rather inclined to take a deal from 
other birds—but as soon as the nest is 
completed and. Mrs, Redbird isinstalled 
queen, thereof he gets on his war paint 
and will fight anything that comes 
along. It is by taking advantage of the 
bravery, of the redbird that the hunter 
Is enabled to- snare it. The trap used 
Is a wire cage. Within the cage is a 
tame bird, one which has been in cap- 
tivity a year or two and sings freely. 
The hunter wanders into the woods and 
slowly makes his way through 
the 


swamps until he reaches a dense por- 
tion, whenhehalts. 


Pretty -soon, the bird in the cage—de- 


lighted, doubtless, at. being again in, its 
native woods, even if bars, stand! be- 
tween it and liberty—begins to sing 
with all its might. If there is a red- 
bird, within sound of the .caller's voice 
it hastens to investigate. One of the 
peculiar habits of theredbirdi, hunters 
eay, is that there seems by common con- 
sent to be a division, .of the 
woods 


among them—each bird having a cer- 
tain allotment of woods. 
Sometimes 


other birds, either by mistakeorfor the 
purpose of acquiring more territory, in 
vade the domain of another, whereupon 
there is a fierce fight, which, is callec

The imprisoned redbird 
soon begins to sing, and presently, if 
there is a redbird anywhere within 
hearing distance, there is a flutter of 
wings, a series of sharp cries, antf be- 
fore the hunter can, say "scat" the wild 
bird flies headlong at- his supposed, ene- 
my in the cage, throws the trigger and 
is'captured'. It takes very little longer 
to capture a redbird, than it does a fish. 
If once, the caged reclibird is placed in 
the right spot within the territory of 
the other redbird and he hears it sing- 
ing tho rest is very easy, for, regardless 
of a1.1, personal safety and. .everything 
rise, he rushes maiTly to the fight.—

st lifted with the fine theories of the Tin- 
sportsmanship of murdering trout by 
bait fishing, but you will soon discover 
that if you wish any sport or fish you 
must descend to soiling your fingers 
with angleworms. 


There, are two reasons for this lattei 


course. 
One is that many of the best 


trout brooks are so overhung with 
bushes that it is impossible to fish much 
of their length with afly. and thcothei 
reason is that the early trout prefer 
bait 
Later in/the season you mny whip 


the pools of the larger brooks with your 
flies and have fine sport. 


If you are to fish a small brook, take 


mv advice and do not carry a rod, but 
cut an alder or while maple rod art the 
place you begin to fish. You. can throw 
it. away when yon get through fishing, 
and will find it better than a jointed rod 
to drag through the bushes.

Cook and the robber's pal oame 
up town on the oar, the Jatter sayirg that 
he wanted to go to the Western Union 
telegraph office to send a telegram. At 
the Hlggins saloon in tbe Syndicate block 
the pal told Cook to go Inside and order 
two glasses of beer, be would be back in a 
moment. As tbe stranger was seen to 
disappear around the counter it dawned 
on Cook for tbe first time that be bad 
been swindled He rushed around tbe cor- 
ner to overtake tbe stranger but be had 
vanished No tr. ce of him oould be found. 
Then Cook went to the police witb his 
story, but they could do nothing for him 
except to make a hopeless search for tbe 
two sharpors. They oould not be hearc 
of anywhere in the city. Cook left for his 
home last evening. The police have a 
pietty fair description of the two men and 
will not give up the search for the sharp- 
ers. 
One of them has a scarred faue and
